posed restoring to Canadian ‘Railwaymen the balance of the 
fifteen percent reduction taken off: ‘some years ay> after the de- 
pression struck. | ,Five. per cent’ was restored soire time ago 
and the men now desire the remaining ten per cent restored at once 
regardless of earnings or the ability of the railways to meet their 
demands out of earnings, contending that when ‘the initial cut was 
made something was taken away which rightfully and legally 
belonged to the men, . 

The Railways. while not opposing the restoration of 
the cut, object to the method of restoration and contend that the 
ten per cent cut should be restored according as earnings warrant- 
ed it on a certain definite schedule, named in the findings, of the 
majority of the Board. 

It now transpires that a vote is being taken of all the 
railway employees in the whole Dominion on a strike ballot, and 
the possibility of a lock-out is not so remote as some think. Seven- 
teen Unions are involved and the decision imminent. If the men 
vote to strike, as is likely, will the Governmet.and the C. P. R. 
‘capitulate? If they do not give in to the demands of the men 
a strike is almost certain, and the repercussions will be felt 
throughout the length and breadth of the country. 

Very little has been published concerning the whole mat- 
ter in the daily press, with the result that the public may wake 
up some of these mornings without any railway services of any 
kind. And then what a hulla-ballo! 

Regardless of the merits of the dispute, of which we 
know practically nothing. and assuming the report to be true in 
all it’s aspects, there can be but little justification for the Union 
leaders notifying the Board in advance ot the hearings,. that the 
Unions would not recognize any award of the Board of Concilia- 
tion based upon gross receipts. That sounds like impudence of 
the worst kind. 


Incidentally we imagine there are many business men 
and others in practically every walk of life. in Western Canada 
particularily, who sincerely wish that their income were anywhere 
near ninty per cent of what it was in the palmy days of 1929 and 
before, and who likewise are very grateful for the fact that living 
is not as expensive’ as it was then, otherwise their pligh! would in- 
deec be pitiful. 


_ SCOTLAND 

“Scotland” is the name given in modern times to that 
portion of Great Britain which lies North of the English Boundary. 
In former times it was called North Britain, and even today letters 
from certain parts of the world, notably from England. are address- 
ed for example: “Edinburgh, N. B..” the letters N. B., of course, 
standng for North Britain 

The area covered by what is now called Scotland or 
Northern Britain was once named “Caledonia” and that poetic term 
is still used to some extent, but more particularily when applied to 
a native son 

We hope our readers who may happen to be proud of 
the land of their birth, if it should happen to be that of Scotland, 
will forgive us if we, perhaps. cause them a shock by propounding 
the following query and supplying the answer: How did Scotland 
get it’s name? 

They say that the bagpipes came from Ireland. This 
the true Caledonian will deny with spirit even though unsupported 
with actual knowledge. Doubts are cast on the origin of golf by 
the foreigner to the claim of the Scots that “gouf’ originated 
there. Another possible illusion was dispelled when an author- 
ity on the subject claimed that “curling” originated in France. 

To rob Scotland of the credit for these may be bad 
enough, but what will the sons of Scotland say when they must 
give credit to Ireland for her name? Yet it seems to be true. 
The name originated in the 11th century when a tribe of Scots, 
criginally from what is now called “Ireland”, settled in the south- 
ern part of Scotland, from which it derived either the name of 
“Scotia” or Scotsland” and thence in the- 12th and 13th century 
to “Scotland,” sincé when the name has been firmly established. 

However, if it is any consolation, and fair exché.nye 
seeming to be no robbery, it also seems that Ireland was once called 
b ‘Scotia’, but that is another story.

The contestants will undoubtedly 
be Canada, the Argentine, Russia, the 
Danubian countries .and Australia, 
Which exporting countries {wil! be 
able to increase its wheat acreage* 
Which will be forced to decriase 
acreage? And which will be able to 
hold the acreage they now have? | 

The country that can produce tho 
highest quality at the lowest coat 
will’ win, others will lose. i 

The harsh truth ts that it is much 
more necessary for Canada to keep 
her present acreage in wheat than 


The Argentine has corn,flauseed and 
mutton and wool. The Danubian 
countries have corn, pork and to- 
bacco, Russia has a larxe popula- 
tion needing more-foodstuf’s Canada 
alone has no substitutahie products 
for export which she can grow on 
any substantial part of her twenty 
four million acres, now in wheat. é 

Western Canada thersfore, somc- 
how, must iniprove tho quality of 
her wheat, and bring down the cost 
of production, Can she do this?

SORE THROATS 
Do you know the dangers of a sore 
| throat? What you think is just a 
| little cold in your child's throat may 


may be the beginning of permanent 
damage to his health. Rheumatic 
heart disease which is prevalent in 
temperate climates like ours, par- 


tleulary in the crowded cities, often 
| has as its beginiing an . infection in 
the throat, Serfous kidney trouble too 
may follow soreness in the upper 
respiratory Therefore every 
child with a sore throat should be 
‘treated with the greatest care and be 
‘put to bed until he is better. Also an 
éffort should be made to prevent the 
infection spreading to other members 
| of the household. 

There are many of sore 
throats in children, Perhaps the 
commorest is an infection of the 
‘tonsils and adenoids, If these become 
inflamed frequently they should be 
‘removed before any. serious damage 
4s done, Although diphtheria is rap- 
idly disappering due to the wonder 
ful results obtained from. toxoid, it 
still does occur, and if your child has 
not been given toxoid 
must be kept in mind. Here, of course 
prevention is greater than the cure 
and so toxoid should be given to all 
children, Many of the other {nfectious 
diseases such as scarlet fever and 
measles, make their first appearance 
as a sore throat. This often occurs 
before any rash appears, and it is 
most important that your child be put 
to bed and be carefully watched, par- 
ticularly when an epidemic of any 
infectious disease is in the neighbor- 
hood, 

Sore throats may be treated by 
warm gargles if the child is old 
enough and heat to the neck often 
adds to their comfort, Food should be 
given in fluid or semi-sold form as 
this is swallowed with less pain. But 
the main preventive of complications 
{s to keep the child at rest in bed. So, 
one of the best means of insuring your 
child's fixture health is to treat a sore 
throat with the greatest respect.
